WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The an- 
nual appropriation bill, carrying 
$11,119,000 for seacoast defense of 
the United States and its Insular 
possessions, was passed tonight by 
the House without a record vote 
and sent to the Senate. 

The bill carries $4,641,692 for 
coast defenses in the United States, 
$400,000 for proving grounds, 
$1,633,750 for coast defenses in the 
insular possessions, and $4,523,849 
for Panama Canal fortifications. The 
original estimates, submitted before 
hostilities ended, totaled $5%9,.085,- 
€99, but later were reduced by the 
War Department to 356,491,262. 
Wurther reductions were made by 
the committee, especially in esti- 
mates relating to field artillery and 
artillery ammunition. 

The only item in the bill which 
was questioned closely was that 
making available a formgr authori- 
zation of $417,000 for construction 
of a radio-dynamic underwater tor- 
pedo invented by John Hays Ham- 
mond, Jr.

NEARING- ACQUITTED | 
ON SEDITION CHARGE. 


AMERICAN SOCIALIST SOCIETY 
CONVICTED ON TWO COUNTS 
IN INDICTMENT. 


[BY 4. P. NIGHT SURE} 
NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Scotf 
Nearing, one-time professor in the 
University of Pennsylvania and To- 
ledo University and a Socialist can- 


didate in this city in the last Congres- 
sional campaign, was acquitted of 
seditious writings by a Federal jury 
here today. 

The American Socialist Society, 
co-defendant, was found guilty on 
both counts in the indictment. The 
jury was given tne case at 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and returned its 
verdict after deliperating approxi- 
mately twenty-nine hours. Twice it 
sought further instructions from 
Judge Mayer, who remained in 
chambers awaiting a verdict. 

Many Socialists, including young 
women, who have been filling the 
courtroom during the trial, walted 
with Nearing and his counsel until 
late last night. 

The indictments were based on 
publicaffon by the Rand book store, 
operated by the American Socialist 
Society, of Nearing’s pamphiet, 
“The Great Madness,” In which he 
discussed rallitariem. 

The two counts on which the so- 
clety was convicted charged it and 
Nearing individually with having at- 
tempted to cause insubordination 
and refusal to perform duty in the 
army and navy, and with having at- 
tempted to interfere with enlistment. 
The other counts, charging Near- 
ing and the society with conspiracy 
in publication of. the pamphlet, were 
dropped before the case went to the 
jury. 

On motion of attorneys for the 
defense, Judge Mayer set aside the 
conviction on the count charging an 
attempt to cause insubordination and 
refusal to perform duty in the army 
and navy. He held this verdict was 
inconsistent with his charge, defin- 
ing what was meant by one in the 
military service, and with the ver- 
dict on this count rendered in favor 
of Nearing. 

The judge withheld his decision 
on a motion to set aside the verdict 
on the count charging an attempt to 
interfere with enlistment. 

The courtroom was crowded with 
Socialist adherents and friends of 
Nearing when the jury filed in after 
ite long consideration of the case: 
United States Marshal McCarthy had 
deputies distributed through the 
crowd in anticipation of a possibile 
demonstration, but there was no dis- 
order. 

After court had adjourned, the 
crowd surged about Nearing, shak- 
ing his hand and offering congratu- 
lations, which he accepted with 4 
smile.
